In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to 'a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant contacted examiner requesting an interview to discuss 
certain issues applicant considers will accelerate the prosecution of instant application. Specifically, claim terminology 
and the interpretation of definition setforth in the specification. Based on a cursory review of the record, examiner noted 
that the claim terminology and associated definitions in accordance to the specifications were specifically discussed on 
an interview conducted on April 16, 2004. During this interview (see PTO-41 3 summary) each of the argued terms 
were addressed and defined by the specification in an explicitly clear and consice form. Examiner noted that given that 
such a detail review has been made to the claim terms and that these are directly read from the specification, with the 
purpose of abstaining from making "interpretations" and just read what is disclosed, it is not likely that she will change 
her position via another interview. Examiner indicated that moving on (the prosecution) to features that are described in 
the specs would be a more effective approach in accelerating this application. Examiner further noted that in the final 
office action a precise explicit proposal to the claim language was draft by examiner with the purpose of accelerating 
and assist in the prosecution by constructing claims that are clearly described in the specs and inquired as to whether 
this was considered by applicant. Applicant indicated that he has considered proposed amendment, however found it 
"not to reflect" applicant's invention. Examiner indicated applicant's decision is unfortunate, because the proposed 
features were taken exactly how they are described in the disclosure, therefore it is unclear how subject matter taken 
just how its described in the specs, (i.e. with the same language) fails to describe applicant's invention. Applicant 
further indicated that the purpose of the interview is to attempt to resolve issues raised on the rejection under 1 12. 
Examiner indicated that this type of rejection is mainly setforth because of the lack of clear support in the disclosure 
(including negative recitations in the claim), in these cases it is imperative that any response by applicant indicating as 
to where particularly claimed features are described, be made of record. Nevertheless examiner indicated that if 
applicant has a proposed amendment and agenda requesting an interview indicating how the proposed amendment 
overcomes the prior art of record it would be considered by examiner. 
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
